there are more difficulties in managing the 
lacquer in its progressive stages than in 
Japan; but, in his stone floored, thick walled 
and heavy roofed bit of a house he manages 
to maintain an even temperature and to get 
moisture into the air by constant sprinkling. 
The sap of the lacquer tree, the fine var- 
nish, whose drying in consecutive layers con- 
stitutes lacquer, comes to him from Yunnan 


‘and Kweichow provinces. Powdered cinna- 


bar gives him the red color and a mixture of 
“ae blue and yellow powder that come from 
Canton,” gives him the green colors, 

These mixed lacquers, in thick, sticky 
liquids like honey or molasses, are kept in 
covered crocks or bowls, and the workmen 
apply them with thin blades or brushes that 
distribute thinnest, even washes off the 
precious paint over the wooden foundation 
éf the object that is being coated. 

The surface of a wooden box is coated 
over with dark green lacquer and put away 
to dry in a dark cupboard, whose sides are 
constantly sprinkled with water. After dry- 
ing for a day in the moist air, another coat 
is applied, and it is again put in the damp 


@upboard to dry. This ‘continues until the 


objéct has been coated fifty times with 


green lacquer. 

The general outline of the ainticn which 
ils to be raised in relief above the green 
ground is drawn on, and the ground work 
igthen carved over with fine wave, diaper, 
and geometrical designs. The successive 
@0its of red are applied and dried, and 
Gtadually little islands of red appear above 
the green level. 

Eighty coats of red lacquer are applied and 
Gried, and then the outlines of the flowers, 
the symbolic objects, the figures, landscapes, 
or natural objects are sketched on, and the 
workmen begin carving out the relief orna- 
ment of the two color piece of lacquer. Their 
tools, chisels and pointed knife blades, are 
like the wood engraver’s tools, but the 
Chinese sans gene and indifference to ele- 
gancies or proprieties are evidenced by the 
way in which the little cutting blades are 
merely tied in between two slips of bamboo 
and »wound round with a dirty rag. 

There is nothing of the Japanese simplicity 
and exquisite neatness of implements and 
surroundings that mark the workroom ofa 
lacquer artist in the other empire. 

Slowly and patiently these young Chinese 
workmen chip away and cut away into the 
quarter inch of red substance which is only 
about as hard as cheese. As the thin little 
chisel, with a blade less than an eighth of 
an inch wide, cuts under and lifts up a chip 
of red lacquer, and repeats that all around 
& peony flower, until it lies in relief upon 
green leaves that rest upon a finely carved 
geometrical ground, one has to greatly ad- 
mire the skill, the sure touch, and the ai- 
recting eye that can work out all the model- 
ing of the flower petals from the few hair 
strokes sketched on the surface. 

As a still smaller gouge went over the 
work, rounding the edges of petals and giv- 
ing them relief, a graceless foreigner re- 
marked that the tools and processes were all

Von Plehwe was one of the leaders of the 
reactionary party in Russia. He was ac- 
cused of instigating the massacre of the 
Jews at Kisheneff and was held responsible 
for the recent political changes in Finland.

It is felt in government circles that the 
Knight Commander incident overshadows |*~ 
the Red sea seizures, which practically have 
been adjusted, but which have falled to settle 
the question of the rights of neutral com- 
merce. 

Right to Protest Definite. :

Congress in Bogota Severs Rela- 
tions with United States. 


CANCELED. 


Secession of Panama Is Denounced in 
Emphatic Terms. Sis

BOGOTA, Colombia, July 27.—The Co- 

lombian congress has severed all diplomatic 
relations with the United States after can- 
celing all existing treaties and withdrawing 
all diplomatic and consular exequaturs. 

The action has created the greatest excite- 
ment here, but has the general support of 
tpe populace, which is exceedingly bitter 
toward the United States. 

The session of congress opened today with 
Joaquim Velez as president of the senate and 
Concha Perez-Soto as speaker of the house. 
The anti-United States element predom- 
irpated. 

Lewis M. Catro was seated as the repre- 
eertative from,Panama after the senate had 
passed a resolution protesting against the 
reparation of Panama and refusing to recog- 
n'se in any way the declaration of independ- 


ence of Nov. 3, 1903. / 

Tne intervention of the United States in 
behalf of the seceded state was roundly de- 
nounced, and emphatic resolutions on the 
subject were adopted in both houses. 


Little Change in Condition. 

Washington, D. C., July 27.—[Special.J— 
Colombia has not been represented diplo- 
matically at Washington for more than’s 
year. Minister Cocha, who took up the 
original canal negotiations, was forced to 
ret're from Washington because of his de- 
mands for a personal consideration as a pre- 
requisite to any treaty. He was practically 
driven out of Washington, and is stil] marked 
“absent” on the diplomatic list. Dr. Her- 
ran, secretary of the legation, concluded the 
canal treaty which the congress of Colombia 
repudiated. 

Thén came the revolution of Nov. 3, by 
which Panama declared its independence. 
Even Dr. Herran retired from business 
then, and since that time Colombia has never 
been regularly represented in this country, 
although Minister Concha has never pre- 
sented his recall.

Curran is to contribute “ ideas.” 


Enamored with Chicken Ralsing. 
“Young long has been enamored with 


| chicken raising,” said Shea. “He has talked 


of it by day and dreamed of it by night. In 
fancy he has seen himself master of a smal! 
farm, where the hens were laying union eggs 
for him while he smoked his cigar in the 
shade, and where the ‘frys’ were growing 
into money over night. 

“Then he saw himself drawing and cash- 
ing large checks at the end of each month 
and withal enjoying the luxurious ease of a 
country gentleman of means. Every time a 
bad strike came the longing for the poultry 
farm became most acute.” 


Young Averse to Toil,

prise single handed, although he possessed

His methods were received with indif- 
ference and he saw the strike of his freight 
handlers go against him. He returned to 
Chicago disgusted but eee and not with- 
out money.

HOPE OF A TRUCE. 


Refuse the Proffered Services 


of the State Board of 
Arbitration as Inter- 
mediary. 


NO DEALINGS WITH UNION 


Sympathetic Strike of Teamsters 


Is Followed by a Walk- 


out of Forty Freight 
Handlers. 


With practically all the union men ¢m- 


ployed by the meat packing companies on 
strike yesterday, the owners of the plants 


declared they did not care to enter into any 


further agreements with the butcher work- 


men. 
The one attempt to réopen negotiations, 
made by the state board of arbitration, came 
to nothing with the receipt of the declara- 
tion. The union committee, representing the 
trades with most at stake, held a session at 
which nothing definite was determined on. 
The packers went to their homes.. 

On neither side was there any expression 
of hope for a peaceful settlement. Sugges- 
tions of defections from the packers’ ranks 
were thrown out by the union leaders, and 
defections from the unions were predicted 
by the packers. 


Forty Freight Handlers Quit. 
The strike was extended to still another 
class of workers in the afternoon, when the 
furty freight handlers employed by the Chi- 
cago Junction railroad walked out. Orders 
to strike were given by President Curran of 
the union. 

When the to Quit was recelbed 
freight men stopped @ork in the middie of 
their tasks. Some who were loading cars in 
the yards station of the road threw down 
upon the platform boxes they were carrying, 
breaking them tae and spilling their con- 
vents.

12% pef cent than on Tuesday. This meat 
was either put in the cooling houses or loaded 
on railway cars for shipment to outside 
points. It is estimated that 98 per cent ofthe 
present output will go out of Chicago. 


Source of Local Supplies. 

Local dealers drew on the stores accu- 
mulated in the previous days, bought from 
the independent slaughtering concerns, or 
dréve their own wagons to the scattered 
wholesale markets of the big companies. The 
independent establishments will have to sup- 
ply the city with the most of the meat used 
until a settlement has been made or one of 
the opposing forces yields. Dealers asserted 
that these smaller plants would not be able 
to provide nearly the normal amount of meat 
used. 

Chief of Police O’Neill announced that a ; 
total of 475 city policemen were detailed in 
the stockyards district. The violent rain 
storm of the early afternoon scattered what 
men had gathered on the streets in the neigh- 
borhood of the packing plants and made un- 
necessary any call on the a It was ¢ 
a day of peace. | 


No Request on the Mayor. 

The plan to have the Retail Meat Dealers’ 
association ask the mayor to proffer his good 
offices toward a settlement of the strike 
failed. The reason given was that a quorum 
of the members of the association was not 
present at the meeting held to consider the 
matter, although there are critics who sdy 
some of the retailers do not want the strike 
settled; that they are making more money 
now than they do In normal times. 

The meeting was held at the Sherman . 
house and some lively talk followed. George 
Duddleston, although not a member of the 
association, was present, and is reported to 
have used some plain language. He declared es 
that the atrike was too serious a matter to 
allow people to take their personal interests 
into account and that good citizens would 
make every effort to settle it, regardless 
of whether a continuance would benefit 
them personally or not.

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After a long discussion of the points at 
issue the state board members got in com- 
munication with Arthur Meeker of Armour 
& Co., répresenting, the employers, and made 
an engagement for 5 o'clock. 


Wish No Further Agreements. 

‘Mr. Meeker and Thomas J, Connors, also of 
Armour & Co., received the state board 
representatives in the offices of the com- 
pany, at 201 Le Salle street. It had been ar- 
ranged before the arbiters left their office 
that Kidd, John Fitzpatrick, and Morton 
should represent the unions in any future 
dealings, and these men virtually had agreed 

that they would go into a joint conference 

with the packers if the latter offered any 
proposition that promised a settlement of 
the dispute. 


The session with the employers was short. | 


Mr. Meeker said the packers had prepared 
their statement, and that it covered the 
ground fully. He read it to the state board, 
gave the members a typewritten copy of 
it, and the meeting was over. 

The statement follows: 

“ We had an agreement with Mr. Donnel- 
ly’s organization and the allied trades which 
they have failed to live up to, and, under 
these circumstances, we do not care to make 
any further agreements with them.” 


Hope for Breck in Packers’ Ranks. 
Mr. Geiger and his associates carried back 
the reply to the labor men, who were waiting 
for it in thé Morrison hotel. The union com- 
mittee was disappointed at the emphatic 


nature of the answer, and went into a secret [| 


session to consider what course should next 
be chosen. No result was reached. There 
were many suggestions, of which that most 
often mentioned was the possibility of se- 
curing agreements with two of the packing 
companies that thus far have acted in con- 
cert with the others. , 

Persistent reports that the Schwarzschild 
& Sulzberger company and the Cudahy Pack- 
ing company were prepared to make terms 
with the unions were heard. Telegrams 
from New York and Omaha, headquarters of 
the two concerns, gave color to the rumors. 
Secretary H. D. Call of the butcher work- 
men is on his way to Chicago from the east, 
and his arrival, it was said, would be the 
signal for beginning negotiations with the 
two companies. 


Walker Tries to Settle Strike. 

While the union leaders were in session 
James H. Walker, formerly a prominent dry 
goods merchant in Chicago, appeared and 
said he was in position to bring about another 
joint’ corference which would result in an 
adjuptment. The packers said Mr..Walker 
had ‘no authority from them and. the labor 
men did not know him. . 

Donnelly said he had nothing to add to 
statements previously made by him as to 
the progress of the fight. 

“TI have nothing to ask of the packers,” 
he said.

Foliowing their reply to the members of 
the state board the packers announced that 
they believed no more joint meetings would 
be held. 

“We are seeking no more conferences,”’ 
one of the packers said “‘and we want no 
more. We would like it to be known that 
these meetings are at an end: As long as 
they drag along, or as there is talk of them, 
there will be no peace at the yards. 

/ “Many of the strikers would return at 
once to their places if they knew there was 
to be no arbitration and no negotiations. 
These men have their es in Chicago: 
- they know our plants and we want them 

‘back. They had no complaint when the 
strike was called, and they would be sat- 
isfied with the old wages and conditions. 

“* Considering the experience we have had 
with agreements, it is no wonder we do not 
seek new ones. With some of the unions 
we had contracts providing against sympa- 
thetic strikes and giving the men substan- 
tial advantages. They broke them when 
they walked out.” 


STRIFE REACHES DOWNTOWN. 


Man Beaten in South Water Street and 
, | Deliveries Almost Are at a 
Standstill. | 


In the downtown district and on the west - 
and north sides meat delivery almost was at 
a standstill yesterday because of the strike 
of the teamsters early in the morning and 
the consequent rioting. Asaresult the retail 


cago experienced a partial paralysis of trade 
which threatens to become even more serigus 
today. 

With the packers’ wagons idle, the retail- 
ers were forced to depend upon their own re- 
sources in getting their daily supplies from 
the branch storage houses. Deliveries of 
meat were attempted by the packers in only 
a few cases, and some of these resulted in 
riots in which wagons were overturned and 
drivers dragged from their seats. 


Beat Driver; Overturn Wagon. 


Pickets surrounded branch markets of the 
packing houses and discouraged every move 
to handle the meat. Retailers with their 
Own Wagons were allowed to carry away 
their supplies, but trouble came when the 
packers attempted to aid In the distribution. 

The most serious conflict occurred on the 
north side when Swift & Co. endeavored to 


market in North Clark street. A laaded 
wagon belonging to W. F. Kelly, a South 
Water street teaming contractor, scarcely 
had left the barns at 512 North Halsted 
street when it was surrounded by a mob of 
several hundred strikers and sympathizers. 
These dragged Edward Charleston, the 
driver, from his seat, beat him, unhitched 
the horses, and upset the wagon. A riot call 
to Larrabee street police station brought 
fifty policemen, who beat off the crowd, res- 
cued the driver, and took the wagon back 
to the barns. The branch all the afternoon 
was heavily guarded. 


' Attacked in South Water Street. 


Another disturbance in which Michael Har- 
rity, a union teamster, was kicked and beaten 
took place when a wagon loaded with meat 
started from Libby, McNeill & Libby's 
branch wholesale market at 226 South Water 
street. Harrity was driving the wagon, but 
when he was pulled to the ground and beaten 
by a crowd of men said to be strikers he 
agreed to quit work. 

Around the Fulton street market, South 
Water street, and other centers of distribu- 
tion pickets were thick. After the meat was 
brought from the cars in the morning the 
packing houses made no effort to move it 

-Aagain. Those wholesale merchants who pur- 
chase their meat from the independent pack- 
ers were not molested. The retailers, al~ 
though greatly in need of their daily supplies, 
evidently were frightened, and many of them 
did not venture to tempt interference. 

Pickets this morning will be stationed in 
greater force around the nine Armour 
branches, the eight Swift branches, and the 
four Morris wholesale markets, and an at- 
tempt will be made to tie up completely the 
traffic from the packers’ distributing points. 


FIRE IN SWIFT LARD REFINERY. 


Plant Damaged $4,000 Early Yester- 
day Morning—Caused by Burn- 
ing Out of a Motor. ’ 


Fire in the lard refinery of Swift & he. in 
Exchange avenue, near Ashland averite, 
Caused damage amounting to $4,000 yester- 
day morning and created much excitement in 
the packing house district. : 

The fire originated on the fourth floor of 
the five story structure in a room in which 
the prepared cases of lard are stored. The 
fire burned fiercely for a time and threatened 
to spread to the nearby buildings. After 
much labor the firemen got the flames under 
control. 

Neariy all of the 100 men in the building 
were on the first floor when the fire broke 
out; shortly after 8 o'clock, and they left 
the building by the main stairway. 

The idea that the blaze was the work of 
an incendiary was scouted by the officials of 
Swift &Co. L. F. Swift said: 

“The fire was caused, we have found, by* 
the burning out of a motor on the fourth floor. 
The l0gs ts covered by insurance.” 

The ‘killing ‘was temporarily stopped, but 
Was resumed at noon. There was absolutely 
mo interference with the power plant.”

SEND OUT MEAT 
BY TRAIN ONLY. 


Packers Load and Start Cars, 
but Their Wagons Do 
Not Leave Yards. 


RAIN CHECKS DISORDER. 


Large Increase in Receipts of 
Stock and 800 New Men 
Are Employed. 


The packers did not try yesterday to send 
meat wagon8 from the yards. Customer» 
were notified they must call for their loads, 
and arrangements were made to deliver large 
quantities of meat to the smalier branch 
houses by railroad. Little meat was deliv- 
ered to Chicago dealers during the day, but 
long strings of cars were loaded at each of 
the houses ready for shipment out of town 
this morning, and late into the evening extra 
gangs of luggers and loaders were kept load- 
ing cars. 

All the wagons sent out by the independent 
packing houses were labeled “ union wagon ”’ 
in large letters. ; 


More Live Stock Received. 

A larger run of live stock was received at 
the yards than the packers could handle. 
Several hundred'cattle were bought by out- 
side butchers and driven from the yards 
to be slaughtered at small private slaughter 
houses. Of the remainder three-fourths 
were bought by the independent houses, who 
are working extra shifts of men day and 
night to supply the demands of the market 
thrust on them by the scarce supply of meat 
in the larger houses. 

The estimated receipts of live stock dur- 
ing the day were 5,500 cattle, 11,000 hogs, and 
10,000 sheep. This was a large increase as 
compared with Tuesday's’ receipts of 1,771 
cattle, 1,556 hogs, and 31,624 sheep. The re- 
ceipts of cattle and hogs have decreased 
steadily since the beginning of the strike. 

Receipts thus far this week show a de- 
crease of 5,000 cattle and 9,100 hogs, and an 
increase of 19,100 sheep over the same period 
last week. Compared with the correspond- 
ing period a year ago the decrease has been 
49,100 cattle, 59.800 hogs, and 28,100 sheep 
for the three days. 

The usual killing was done at all the plants 
except at Swift's, where the killing of cattle 
and sheep was discontinued in the morning 
because of the lard refinery fire. 


Eight Hundred New Workers. 


Eight hundred new workers were taken 


into the yards on Lake Shore trains and 
were divided among all of the packing houses 
except Swift's, where the only men employed 
were thirty who came into the yards and 
applied. 

Rumors that the Schwarzschild & Sulz- 
berger plant was about to reopen were con- 
firmed when 100 of the new men brought 
into the yards were taken to the packing 
house over the cattle runs. 

It was stated at the Libby, McNeill & Lib- 
by plant that beef is running short in the 
wholesale market. If the shortage spreads 
to the other plants the famine that has 
threatened will come sooner than expected. 
It was stated by an official of one of the in- 
dependent packing houses that 90 per cent of 
the beef killed at the plants where the strike 
is in progress is shipped out of the city. 


Rain Brings Quiet. 


The heavy downpour of rain that followed 
the hail storm at the yards shortly after 
noon kept the streets and yards clear of 
strikers and brought about the most peace- 
ful day of the strike. Pens at the yards were 
flooded, and the striking laborers living in the 
vicinity. were kept at home all the afternoon 


. working to repair the damage of flooded base- 


ments. 

At the same time a more perfect organiza- 
tion of the police at the yards was effected. 
Twenty-five more menywere detailed to In- 
spector Hunt’s commana by Chief O'Neill, 
and the inspector spent the day in organizing 
them and instructing officers and men in the 
handling of possible mobs. 


Two “Flying Squadrons.” 

Lieut. Kelliher of the Englewood station 
was detailed with twenty-five’men to watch 
the Root street district, where the disorder 
of Tuesday night occurred. All but five of 
these men were assigned to street corners 
between Butler and Halsted streets. The 
other five, with the lieutenant in command, 
were formed into a “ flying squadron” to 
patrol the entire district. 

Lieut. George Prim of the Stockyards sta- 
tion was detailed with a similar force to 
take the night watch in Ashland avenue. 
Inspector Lavin has seventy-five men sta- 
tioned at various points north of the yards. 
All the men on day and night duty have in- 
structions to let no groups of men gather 
in or around the yards, to allow no picketing, 
and no carrying of weapons. 

“Do-not handle men roughly, unless nec- 
essary,’’ said Inspector Hunt, “ but when you 
see your duty, do it thoroughiy.”’ 


Challenged at the Gates. 


All men who attempt to enter the stock- 
yards, who bear the appearance of working- 
men, are challenged by the police to explain 
their presence. Eight negroes were spoken 
to at the main entrance early in the morning. 
Instead of stopping they ran into the yards 
They were overtaken by the police and 
searched. They were found to have revol- 
vers in their possession and were arrested. 
They were fined $25 and costs by Justice 
Fitzgerald for carrying concealed weapons. 

A reprimand was delivered to two other 
men arraigned on a similar charge. They 
were Samuel Weil and Abe Buckner, men 
‘employed by Schwarzschild & Sulsberger. 

“Such men as you have no business car- 
vying revolvers,”” said Justice Fitzgerald. 
“It is dangerous, for fear you should kill a 
good man. If one were to bump against you 
accidentally you would shoot him. The lives 
of our citizens must not be endangered be- 
cause you happen to work at a plant where a 
sirike is in progress.’’ 


Little Interference by Pickets. 


The little interference that occurred during 
the day was limited to the challenging of 
teamsters by union pickets. In a few cases 
retail butchers hauling their meat from the 
yards were threatened. but no riots occurred 
and no one was injured. In the morning ten 
union milk wagon drivers who were about to 
deliver milk to the big plants were stopped, 
but when they learned of the teamsters’ 
strike they refused to make the deliveries. 


Many Other Strikes. 


During the day Chief O'Neill drew atten- 
tion to the fact there are other strikes in 
Chicago just now beside the big one, and 
they had to be attended to also. 

“We have 246 men on strike duty outside of 
the stockyards,” the chief said. There are 
strikes in twenty-seven of the forty-four 
police precincts of the city. In the West 
Chicago avenue station alone, where I ex- 
pected to draw some men for stockyards 
work, I found thirty-four doing strike duty in 
theirown precinct. In the Thirty-second pre- 
cinct there are twenty-two men on local 
strikes, and so through the city. 

“The extra twenty-five men who will be 
detaiied are to report to Inspector Hunt 
where trouble occurred Tuesday night. In 
addition to these 400 men under Hunt In- 
spector Hunt has 75 men in his district on 
stockyards strike duty.”

Plants Must Close Soon... Full Force in Two Weeks. 


PACKERS. 


Any proposition that will hasten the end of 
the struggle will be welcome, no matter what 
the soprce. The unions interested do not 
and will not stand out for unreasonable de- 
mands. All they ask is that the strikers be 
reinstated without discrimination and in a 
short time, other differences being left to 
arbitration if they cannot be adjusted in con- 
ference. 

It is impossible for the packers to continue 
to do business for any length of time under 
present conditions. All the workers of ex- 
perience in the industry have left them. 
They cannot collect new crews and drill them 
in a year. And they cannot get teamsters in 
ten years. 

Independent packers, who have agreements 
with the unions, will slaughter enough cat- 
tle, hogs, and sheep to supply the pressing 
needs. As rapidly as other concerns show a 
disposition to treat their men fairly they will 
be furnished workers sufficient to enable 
them to get their share of this business. 


With a continuation of. the present condi- 
tions the packing companies will be turning 
out théir normal output In two*weeks. The 
new men are being broken in, and some of 
the strikers have returned in Chicago. At 
other points many of the old workers,are 


back and the plants are running satisfac- 


torily. 

Operations are hampered by the strikes of 
the teamsters, firemen, and mechanical 
trades, but not seriously. No wagon deliv- 
¢ries will be attempted in Chicago while the 
teamsters remain out, but there is an abun- 
dant demand for goods from outside places.

TAKE CHARGE IN TWO PLACES, 
‘POLICE ARE POWERLESS. 


Official at Omaha Assumes Control and 

Will Swear In from 150 to 200 Depu- 

tles—Labor Leader There Will Ask 

Men to Refuse to Eat Meat Until the 

Trouble Is Ended—Sioux City in the 

Hands of County Official—Militia Is 
Threatened. 


Omaha, Neb., July 27.—[{Special.]—Sheriff 
Power today took charge of the+packing 
house strike in South Omaha, where the po- 
lice were powerless to prevent rioting. He 
immediately began organizing a large corps 
of deputies, and in the afternoon declared: 

‘There will be no call for militia. I shall 
handle the strike myself with whatever force 
is necessary, and without intervention from 
the state.”’ 

Will Secure Big Force. 

One of the reasons the police board gave 
for calling on the sheriff was that it had been 
unable to obtain enough memin South Omaha 
to serve as special police. The sheriff was 
informed the packers had men whom they 
wished him to swear in as deputies, but he 
refused to do this. 

Power has arranged with his men to meet 
him tomorrow morning, and he expects to 
swear in a force of 150 to 200 at once. ; 

Frank H. Gaines, attorney for the packers, 
said plans had been made for the arrest of 
a hundred of the strikers for violation of the 
federal injunction. Judge Munger, who ts- 
sued the writ, is out of the city, and Judge 
Carland of Bouth Dakota will be in Omaha 
tomorrow to hear the application of the 
packers for contempt orders.

Conditions in Other Cities. 

ST. LOUIS, MO.—A mob of strikers in the morn- 
ing stopped a train on which were thirty strike 
breakers bound for the Armour plant. The Lt- 
tack was made just before the yards were 
reached, and the nonunion men, all negroes, wgre 
beaten. Several shots were fired. A number of 
other men were beaten during the day. Many 
strikers returned to work. The Swift plant re- 
ported having 1,250 men—only 250 short. 

KANSAS CITY—There will be no sympathetie 
strike of the allied trades unions whose members 
are employed at the local packing houses until 
the men are ordered out by the international 
union. This was decided at a meeting of the 
Central Labor union. The reason for this ac- 
tion, it is said, is that the men will not receive 
strike benefits if they are not called out by the 
international union. 

ST. JOSEPH, MO.—Families of many strikers 
have applied to managers of the packing houses 
for. aid, and a relief bureau has been established 
at each plant. All worthy persons receive pro- 
visions. Most of the applicants say heads of the 
families would return to work, but fear injuries. 
Many more strike breakers were taken into the 
plants, and nearly all departments were in op- 
eration. 

SOUTH ST. PAUL, MINN.—The Swift plant was 
running as usual and the strikers were orderly. 
The treagury of the union is becoming depleted. 
It had contained $2,500, but the officers were 
obliged to pass the benefit pay day. They still 
have some money, and if promised assistance 
from the international organization arrives ben- 
efit pay will be distributed immediately. 

FORT WORTH, TEX.—The dey was quiet, not- 
withstanding the_,walkout of the firemen at 
both plants. The packers say their places were 
filled by nonunion men. The plants put addi- 
tional men at work, and the management declares 
the number employed now exceeds that at work 
before the strike was called. A relief station 
will be established by the strikers. 

EAST ST. LOUIS, ILL.—A sympathétic strike 
ef the allied trades at the packing plants seems 
more probable now than at any time previously 
since the trouble began. It is said the allied 
trades committee is waiting only for word from 
Chicago. More strike breakers were secured and 
killing increased.

GUNS STOP NON-SPRIKERS, 


RECRUITS FOR LEITER MINE TRY 
TO GET AWAY. 


Party of Men Employed to Take the 
Place of Strikers at the Ziegler 
Stockade Badly Frightened by 
Threats and Jeers, but After Their 
Panic Is Over They Are Safely Land- 


ed at the Works—Expected Trouble | 


Is Avoided. 


[BY A STAFF 

Duquoin, Ill., July 27.—[Special.]—Twenty- 
one carpenters and cooks brought. from 8st. 
Louis on a special car this afternoon, yield- 
ing to the entreaties of W. T. Morris, strike 
leader, and George Bagwell, president of 
the union, who boarded the train at St. 
Louis, attempted to leave the car at Du- 
quoin, but were forcibly prevented by armed 
Ziegler guards, who had boarded the ‘train 
at Pinckneyville, ten miles north. The 
union men, who had gathered in large num- 
bers at the station, jeered the guards, and 
some started to attack them, but were re- 
strained by cooler heads. The strike break- 
ers begged to be allowed to go home. 

“* We have had enough of this,”’ they cried, 
when they saw the ominous faces of the 
miners. Let us go.’’ 


Pulled Back by Guards. 

Some started to climb through windows, but 
were pulled back by the guards and the win- 
dows closed. Both doors were guarded. The 
guards were twenty-six strong, armed with 
rifles.. None of the strikers was armed, but 
many sympathizers carried revolvers. 

“ These men want to get out; you must let 
them go,”’ said Morris to H. W. Platt, Leiter’s 
attorney. 

“ You must take my word for it that they 
do not,” replied Platt. 

On the engine were the chief train dis- 
patcher of the Illinois Central, J. Brennan, 
Trainmaster F. L. Jones, and Chief Detec- 
tive King. At Christopher a crowd of min- 
ers met the train; some had come sixteen 
miles, from Herrin. All the passengers were 
put off here, one striker forcibly. The train 
was put on the switch and run into camp 
without further molestation. 

It is believed by the strikers that the men 
run in today were hired under false pre- 
tenses, that they will not stay in camp any 
longer than it takeg torun the guard. 


Says It Would’ Be Ruinous. 

“We are perfectly satisfied they, will not 
stay there,”’ said Morris. ‘ One of them will 
break out and tell us. We will then get legal 
counsel. I think we can hold the men down 
to peace methods, but Leiter cannot get good 
men to work for him under the scale he - 
offers. It. will be ruinous to miners and 
operators alike if he wins, and demoralize 
the market.”’ ‘ 

With the importation of these carpenters, 
work on the stockade and guardhouse will be 
rushed. Aug. 1 is rumored to be the time 
set for the opening of the mine. Itis said that 
searchlights and gatling guns will be mount- 
ed on Tipple house. Close picket duty is kept 
up by strikers. 

Sympathy in Herrin, a town sixteen miles 
south, containing 1,200 miners, is roused to 
‘the fighting point. Telephone service has 
been installed at the strikers’ headquarters. 
Plain clothes men in the employ of Leiter 
are posted in all mining towns of the district. 
Detectives shadow the strike leaders. 

Many guards deserted from Ziegler today. 
A marriage took place in Camp Turner yes- 
terday and two more will be on Monday. A

Saye Rights Acquired Previous to 1875 

May Be Covered by That Law, but 

Franchises Granted Since Do Not— 

Many More Questions to Be Decided 

Before Order in Union Traction Suit

No rights acquired after 1875 come under 
the ninety-nine year act was the dictum laid 
down by Judge Grosscup yesterday. With 
this he shattered the new “ extension "’ the- 
ory of ‘the Union Traction attorneys, ir- 
vented to take the place of the “ branch and 


considering the details of the decree to be 
drawn under the terms of the recent decision 
on the ninety-nine year act. bec 4 
' Here several matters of great importance 
are to be considered. Tie contention can be 
divided into three parts—How far does the 
ninety-nine year act apply to streets like 
North Clark and Madison? How far to Lake 
and Milwaukee avenue?’ How far to Twelfth 
and Blue Island avenue? 


. | Question of City Limits. 


In the North Clark street case—and Madi- 
son and Van Buren are similar—the compa- 
nies claim the ninety-nine year act to the 
limits of the city, while the city asserts that 
it only controls to the city limits in 1875. 
The ordinance passed before 1875 reads ‘‘ To 
the preserft or fiture city limits.” 

_Expressing his doubts as to the correctness 
of the company’s claim, Judge Grosscup 
asked John 8. Miller: 

** Suppose I lived in North Clark street in 
Lake View at the time this ordinance was 
passed. I was not a resident of Chicago. 
Do you claim the Chicago council could bind 
me?’’ 

“ Perhaps not as to your frontage rights,” 
said Mr. Miller. 

“Simply as to my rights as a citizen of 
Lake View?’ replied Judge Grosscup. 

Mr. Miller replied that the legislature un- 
doubtedly could, and the legislature had act- 
ed. To this Judge Grosscup said: 

“The legislature could have granted the 
full right. But it did not doit. It granted 
such rights as the local authorities had done 
or should do. The question recurs to the 
power of the local authorities.” 

In the Lake street case it was not denied 
originally the company had ninety-nine year 
rights from Market street west. In 1863 the 
council passed an ordinance accepted by the 
company providing that there should be no 
tracks in the street east of Union park. Then 
in 1880 it gave the company a franchise be- 
tween Market street and Union park. The 
company claims this was a revival of the old 
ninety-nine franchise. The city says 
it was a new ordinance. 


Dispute in Twelfth Street. 


The city claimed that the company was 
entitled to ninety-nine year rights in Twelfth 
street only from State to Blue Island avenue, 
because, although entitled to build to West- 
ern avenue, it had not done so by 1875. Judge 
Grosscup, however, intimated that he would 
rule with the company on this. 

Argument will, be resumed on Tuesday as 
to the details of the grants in the various 
streets. 


BURGLAR, SHOT BY GUARD, 
TAKEN AFTER HARD CHASE. 


Flees Eight Miles from Lombard with 
Posse in Pursuit and Then Gives Up 
to Physician at Bellwood. 


Exhausted after a flight of eight miles, 
Charles Foster, shot while attempting a 
burglary at Lombard, was turned over to a 
Bellwood physician early yesterday morning 
by his companion, an unknown bandit, who 
escaped, 

The attémpted’ burglary occurred at 8 a. 
m. At that hour Napoleon Bartlett, a watch- 
man, was aroused to find three-burglars 
standing outside the general store of Justice 
A, E. Hills at Lombard, while Foster and a 
companion were boring the panels of the 
door. Bartlett seized a revolver and fired 
three shots through the door. The burglars 
were routed. 

The village was aroused. A posse led by 
Marshal Coleman quickly started in pursuit. + 
They employed dogs and lanterns. Mean- 
while Foster and one of his companions 
reached Bellwood. They went into the 
switch tower and telephoned for Dr. Scoft. 
When the doctor appeared the companion 
robber turned Foster over to him and then 
disappeared, after saying the wounded man 
had been hurt by a train. Later the pur- 
suers arrived. 

Foster was taken to the Maywood hospital 
and his right arm was amputated. 

The burglar is 26 years old. He said he 
was born in San Francisco and had been 
boarding with a Mrs. Voss at Thirty-fourth 
and State streets. 

Two other arrests were made in the after- 
noon. Ole Anderson, 27 years old, was held 
in Lombard and John Ryan in Melrose Park. 

Last evening city detectives surrounded a 
house at 2635 Princeton avenue and arrested 
Thomas Hurley and William Voss, said to 
have been pals of Foster. The prisoners will 
be taken to DuPage county this morning. —

With ‘the suspension of Assistant Superin- 
tendent Thomas Kiernan of the water pipe 
extension department last evening came the 
promise of lively times in that bureau.

ing, but it was not a serious matter. 
Kiernan addition, however, threatens to turn 
cver the entire department. 

For nearly a year this department has 
been going from bad to worse. James Wal- 
lace, the superintendent, is, in health an ef- 
ficient man, but he has been physically in- 
capacitated for work for many months. 
He is now on a vacation, from which it is 
rot expected he will ever return. During 
his incapacity things in the department have 
practically run themselves. 


Employe Files Counter Charge. 

Some days ago charges were filed against 
three employés of the department, J. J. 
O'Connor, F. McDonald, and F. A. Austin, 
charging them with drunkenness and loating 
on their jobs. The trial was set for today. 
Yesterday McDonald came back with an 
affidavit, in which he charged that Kiernan, 
who had been in charge of the department 
during Wallace's absence, had used the em- 
ployés of the department and the property, 
of the city to improve his private residence. 
_ ‘This house is located in Fifth avenue, near 
Thirty-fifth street, and was formerly the 
home of Controller Lawrence E. McGann. 
Kiernan bought it of McGann, and, accord- 
ing to McDonald's story, proceeded to make 
it more habitable by using city lumber and 
the services of carpenters paid by the city 
to improve it. As soon as this affidavit was 
filed Kjernan was suspended and W. A. Lev* 
ering put in charge of the department. 


More Developments Expected. 


The charges against Kiernan will be heard 
in the investigation of the three employés 
today. Outside of the fact the acting head 
of the department is under charges, which 
leads to the belief that more thant ordinarily 
sensational developments may be expected, Is 
the knowledge that the bureau has been un- 
der a quiet investigation for some time. Com- 
missioner of Public Works Blocki, aided by 
Assistant Corporation Counsel] Sullivan, has 
been at work for three weeks on the matter.

IN NIGHT RUSH. 


‘fussians Said to Have Had at 
Least One Hundred Guns 
in Action. 


TOKIO, July 27, 10:30 a, m.—The army of 
Gen. Oku, combined with what is known as 
the Takushan forces, attacked Tatchekiao 
gunday night and on Monday captured all 
the important topographical keys. The Rus- 
‘sian forces consisted of five divisions. The 


‘sian force, estimated at five divisions with 
(300 guns, Gen. Oku succeeded in driving the 
‘enemy from their strong line of defense 
‘gooth of Tatchekiao. 

Aévancing on Sunday, Gen. Oku found a 
‘guperior force confronting him, and that a 
heavy artillery fire from the enemy was 

his men. He thereupon decided to 
hold the positions he then held and to at- 
tempt a night surprise. This was successful, 
the Japanese troops hustling the Russians 
into retreat to Tatchekiao. The Japanese 
pad only 800 casualties. No estimates of the 
Russian losses are given. 


Takushan Army in 


The Takushan army did not participate in 
this —p toy it being located to the east of 
Tatchekiao. Moving to the northwest, this 
Wakushan force fought and won a separate 
section on Friday, July 22, at Panling, losing 
ihirty-one men. 

The Japanese began the advance against 
the Russian positions south of Tatchekiao on 
Saturday, July 23. On this date the vanguard 
gecupied positions in the vicinity of Chuichia- 
tn, to the southeast of Tatchekiao, develop- 
ing the position and strength of the enemy. 
The Russian line was through the hills south 
‘of Tatchekiao, extending almost due east and 
west of the railroad. The position of the ene- 

‘my was fortified. The strongest point was at 
Taiping mountain, to the southeast of Tatche- 


kiso, and here the heaviest force had assem- . 


pied. The Russians had two battalions of 
artillery posted near Chatenganon, due south 
ot Tatchekiao and ahead of the main line. 


Russian Batteries Active. 


Ip the afternoon the Russian batteries, 
‘posted in various positions on the heights, 
opened with-vigor, shelling the advancing 
Japanese line. The strength of the Russians 
gtadually devoloped during the day and Gen. 
Oku estimated it at five divisions and 100 
guns. The Russian fire prevented a general 
advance and determined Gen. Oku to decide 
‘to await the advance of darkness to deliver 
a night assault. 

Two divisions of Russians occupied the 
@aicheng road, and Gen. Oku took the pre- 
cautionary measure of engaging this force 
with artillery. The Russians replied wifh 
artillery and the due! lasted until darkness. 


Take Position by Assault. 


Suddenly at 10 o'clock Sunday night the 
entire Japanese right was hurled against the 
first Russian position east and west of Taip- 
fagmountain and easily capturedit. At mid- 

might the second position was attacked and 
iby daylight the Japanese occupied the emi-

sians were in retreat toward Tatchekiao. At 
7 o'clock Mo morning the Japanese

Kouropatkin Sends More

LONDON, July 28, 3 a. m.—Gen. Kouro- 
patkin supplements his own dispatches about 
the battle at Tatchekiao with the report of 
Lieut. Gen. Zarouvaieff, who states that his 
attempt to take the offensive against the 
Japanese right flank failed, the Russians 
losing heavily. He ascertained after the 
fight that eighteen Russian battalions had 
been engaged with at least two Japanese di- 
visions, supported by an overwhelming num- 
ber of batteries.

In fact, the 
rights of search will be even more vigorously 
enforced in the Red sea than elsewhere, gun- 
boats being sent to replace the St. Peters- 
burg and the Smolensk, whose special coal 
capacity renders them more useful in other 
directions. 


Steamer Formosa Released.

SUEZ, July 27.—The Peninsular and Ori- 
ental Steamstip company’s steamer For- 
mosa, which was captured in the Red sea 
by the volunteer fleet steamer Smolensk, and 
which arrived here yesterday flying the Rus- 
sian naval flag and with a prize crew on 
board, has been released. 

The Hamburg-American line steamer Hol- 
gatia, which arrived here this morning, also 
having on board a prize crew, has likewise 
been released. 

The Formosa prize crew landed cheerfully. 
The crews exchanged salutes. 

The commander of the Smolensk said he 
was searching for the British steamer Ido- 
meneus, from Clyde July 2 for Yokohama, 
which had left Suez twenty-four hours after 
the Formosa. He feared it had escaped, but 
it appears likely, however, that it has since 
been seized.

UNITED STATES READY TO ACT. 


Formal Protest Regarding Seizures by 
Russia Being Made—Official Ma- 
chinery Is in Motion. 


Washington, D. C., July 27.—The state de- 
partment has received a formal protest 
against the action of the Russian navy in 
seizing American goods, and, as the result 
of its preliminary study of the law and 
precedents governing the subject, it is pre- 
pared to act energetically and promptly. 

This protest relates to the seizure of an 
American cargo on board the Hamburg- 
American steamer Arabia, bound from Port- 
land, Ore., for Hongkong, China. 

United States Senator J. H. Mitchell of 
Portland telegraphed the state department 
a statement of the conditions under which 
the Arabia carried out this cargo. Mr; 
Mitchell stated that he represented the 
Portland Milling company, which had 
shipped on the Arabia for Hongkong 99,000 
sacks of flour, worth about $100,000. 

He declared that this flour was in no sense 
contraband, for it was not destined for Japan, 
as it was part of the normal trade of the 
company and was not a war order. Mr. 
Mitchell requested the state department to 
take the necessary steps to secure indemnity 
and satisfaction for the owners of the flour 
and also to protect legitimate neutral trade 
from such serious interference as these at- 
tacks by the Vid@ivostok squadron. 

The case of the Knight Commander, a neu- 
tral ship laden with neutral goods and sunk 
by the Viadivostok squadron, which fs re- 
garded as a particularly strong one against 
the Russian government, has not yet been 
made the subject of a formal protest.

TRAGEDY REVEALED BY DEATH. 


Bank at Grinnell, Ia., Closed and His- 
tory of Spencer Family Comes 
to Light. 


Grinnell, Ia., July 27.—[Special.]—A short- 
age reported to be in excess of $100,000 is 
alleged to exist in _the affairs of the First 
National bank of Grinnell, whose cashier, 
H. C. Spencer, and his son, W. C. Spencer, 
the bookkeeper, were drowned in each oth- 
er’s arms in a lake near Grinnell ten days 
ago. 

The doors of the bank are closed and the 
institution is in the hands of a national bank 
examiner. 

If the alleged shortage exists, It would seem 
that it has been made by a son, to protect 
his father. Charles H. Spencer was the 
cashier of ghe bank ten years ago, One day 
hée was killed, presumably accidentally. Fol- 
lowing his death a shortage of $20,000 is al- 
leged to have been discovered, 

Now it developes that the alleged shortage 
may. have been made good by securities that 
are worthless, and that these have been car- 
ried for ten years by H. C. Spencer, the 
cashier, whose death occurred ten days ago. 
Whether the grandson's name, who died 
with his father, will be mentioned in the same 
connéction is problematical. 

Following the tragic drowning of the 
father and son a week ago, no coroner’s in- 
quest was held. Their deaths were firmly 
believed to be accidental. The elder Spen- 
cer’s wife was the only witness to the trag- 
edy. Her version was accepted. 

The possibility of a shortage in the bank’s

. THE PRESIDENT ACCEPTS. 

President Roosevelt yesterday was noti- 
fied of his nomination by the republican par- 
ty for the presidency. » His speech of accept- 


‘aneé, in accordance with custom, is consid- 
. ered. an important addendum to the party 


platform. 

In his speech the president starts in a 
normal way by extolling the record of his 
party. It has “ made the deed square with 
the word.” If continued in power it will 
“ unswervingly follow the great lines of pub- 
lic policy which the party has laid down.” 

Of the,democrats the president says that 
they appeal for power on the ground that if 
triumphant they may be trusted to prove 


-* false to every principle they have called vital 
. for eight years, and to leave undisturbed the 


acts of the administration because of which 
they ask the people to drive it from power. 


‘The republicans are not divided. Their pol- 


icy is continuous. They are not silent on 
vital questions. ‘Surely it is unwise, says 
the president, to change policies which have 
worked so- well. 

‘“ Weknow what-we mean when we speak 
“We 
“do nothave to avoid a definite and coticlusive 


_ committal” on that important question: 


Regarding financial legislation and the man- 
agement of the finances, the president says 
there is ample circulation and every dollar 
is worth a dollar in gold. The interest bear- 


Ing) debt has been decreased and the war 


‘staxes repealed. Hardly ever before have 
expenditures and income so closely corre- - 


sponded. 
President Roosevelt is for the revision of 


tariff schedules whenever the need arises, 


but he contends that that revision can be 
made with safety only by those who believe 
in the principle of protection and who will al- 
ways keep duties high enough to cover the 
difference between labor cost here and: 
abroad. The work cannot safely be intrusted 
to men. who call protection “ robbery.” 
“We believe in reciprocity with foreign 
mations,” says the president, “on the terms 
Jaid down in Pregident McKinley’s last 
speech.” The democratic party says now 
that it favors reciprocity, and yet that with 
Cuba was opposed almost unanimously by 
representatives of that party.. The president 
admits. that-there were at the outset differ 
ences of opinion among republicans, but they 
wete reconciled without sacrifice of princi- 
ple. In his opinion the democrats, under 


similar circumstances, wold have accom- 


plished nothing. | 

The president modestly refrains from 
mentioning the fact that reciprocity with 
chiefly due to him. He it was who 
really compelled the senate to ratify the 


If elected he. certainly will use his 
_,, Apfiuence to secure the ratification of other

treaties which conform to the ideas enua- | 


‘naturak outcome of our industrial system. 
“ Each kind of organization is to be favored 
as long as it acts in a spirit of justice and of 
regard for the rights of others. Each is to 
be granted the full protection of the law, and 
each in turn is to be held to a strict obedience 
to the law.” This is but a restatement of 
the president’s well known position. 

The foreign policy of the government is 
said to have been so conducted that there is 
not a cloud on the horizon. The Alaskan 
question has been settled. In Venezuela 


j'and Panama it has been shown that the 


Monroe doctrine is a living reality, “ de- 
signed for the hurt of no nation, but for the 
protection of civilization on the western con- 
tinént and for the peace of the world.” 

The only reference to the “ open door” 
is the remark that “we have proved in 
effective fashion that we wish the Chinese 


dependence. 

Of the Filipinos the president says it 
would have been disastrous to give them 
self-government more rapidly than has been 
done. He argues that to give the islanda 
political independence now would result ip 
the immediate loss of civil rights, personal 


| liberty, and public order ae regards the mass 


of the, Filipinos. 7 

In conclusion he says that during the last 
seven years— 

There is no duty, domestic or foreign, which we 
bave shirked, and no necessary task which we 
bave feared to undertake or which we have not 
performed with reasonable efficiency. We have 
never pleaded impotence. We have never sought 
refuge in criticism and complaint instead of action. 
, We face the future with our past and gur present 
‘as guarantors of our promises, and we are content 
tc stand or to fall by the record which we have 
made and are making. | 

Or, in a word, if the democrats wish to 
make Roosevelt the issue, the republican 
candidate is agreeably willing to meet them 
on that issue. d 


THE sTRIKE. 

The cause of the first strike was wages. 
More particularly it was the wages of un- 
skilled ‘laborers. . Under the agreement of 
last year the packers had been paying 18% 
cents an hour. 
the labor market had changed. Hundreds of 
men were presenting themselves every morn- 
ing to request the opportunity of working for 
16 or even for 15 cents an hour. The packers 
felt that it was unfair to require them to pay 
more than the law of supply and demand 
indicated. 

The argument offered by the union ignored 
the law of supply and demand. It based 
itself on living conditions. The average 
number of working hours provided for un- 
skilled laborers during an average week was 
said to be abeut forty. Forty hours at18% 
cents an hour makes $7.40. No man, said 
the union, could live decently on.less than 
$7.40. And the packers could pay $7.40 
without seriously reducing their dividends. 

It was obvious that these two lines of 
argumentation could have been continued 
a million miles without crossing or even 
converging. A wage based on the law of 
supply and demand is one thing. A wage 
based on profits and living conditions is an- 
other, absolutely another. And as argu- 
mentation conducted the disputants to no 
commen basis of comparison a strike was 
called and an appeal was made to the test of 
relative strength. 

This first. strike ended with an agree- 
ment under which the task of reconciling the 
law of supply and demand with the law of 
profits and living conditions was imposed on 
an arbitration committee, Meanwhile, 


- within forty-five days, the strikers were to 


be reinstated without discrimination. 
‘The words used in connection with rein- 
statement were these: 
The packers will reémploy all employés now 
out as fast as possible without discrimination. 
Any former employé not reémployed within forty- 


} five days from date will have the privilege of 


submitting his or her case to arbitration on the 
question of discrimination. 


A difficulty of interpretation at once arose. 
The labor reporters of the Chicago newspa- 
pers had said in their articles that the agree- 
ment covered the reinstatement of al! strik- 
ers. In order to rectify this misunderstand- 
ing Edward Tilden, on behalf of the packers, 


issued a statement containing these words: 

The privilege of arbitration within the time 
limit @f forty-five days covers the question of 
discrimination only and is in no way intended to 
guarantee to the striking employés that they will 
be taken back. : 


On the morning of the resumption of work 
interpretative difficulties were merged into 
difficulties of a practical nature. The pack- 
ers were unable to find immediate employ- 
ment for the ex-strikers who appeared at 
their doors. The foremen and superintend- 
ents therefore made selections from among 
the applicants. The union claimed that 
these selections were based on the respective 
attitudes which the applicants were known 
}to have toward the’ union. . It also claimed 
that the order of application should have set 

the order of reinstatement. 

The consequence of these claims was a 
spontaneous strike, subsequently validated 
by the orders of the union officials. There 
might have been less spontaneity and more 
deliberation if certain foremen had not 
abused the women applicants in terms which 
a newspaper cannot repeat. 

Let due weight be given to Tilden’s state- 

‘ment: Let due weight be given to the dis- 

crimination which the union says took place 
when the resumption of work was attempted. 
Let due weight’be given to the irritation 
| caused by tlie abusive langtage of the pack- 
ers’ subordinates. Neither singly nor col- 
| leetively .can these three causes of discop- 
tent be held to constitute an adequate cause 
of bad faith. 

_ All three causes of discontent ought to 
have been submitted to the arbitration cdém- 
mittee. That committee was empowered to 
consider all difficulties arising out of the 
interpretation of the document with which 
the first strike was concluded. That docu- 
ment wasin existence. Its provisions were 
explicit. The union had agreed to resume 
work and to: leave the document and the 
arbitrators to settle all difficulties, either in- 
terpretative or practical. The failure to 

resume/work was bad faith. 

Donnelly, the. president of the 
union, has in this matter yielded to a pres- 
sure of a peculiar kind.. His union is com- 
posed largely of immigrants, who, instead of 


to be, are as suspicious as ignorance really 
is. Donnelly’s friendly relations with the 
packers, due’ to his honesty, stability, and 
fairness, have been suspected. ‘They have 
been suspected even by some members of his 
union who cannot excuse themselves by for- 
eign birth and by .a new, bewildering en- 
vironment. On several occasions Donnelly 
has stood resolutely between the yelling of 
his followers and the calling of a strike. 


}' His conduct throughout the present struggle 


‘looks as if. it had been influenced by the 
political exigencies of the situation within 
the union. When the second strike was 
started its spontaneity was of so vigorous a 
nature that a refusal on Donneliy’s part to 
validate it would have given birth to a new 


suspicion, would have resurrected a multi- 


empire well and desire its integrity and in- 


Meanwhile the condition of. 


being as confiding as ignorance is supposed ; 


cannot fail to affect public opinion toward it. 
But.men who are guilty of bad faith in busi- 
ness agreements of the kind in question 
cannot be clubbed or jailed. They may be 
brought intoodium. They cannot be brought 
into court. $e 

The situation will change, however, if 
Donnelly;.as he has been unable to prevent 
bad faith, is also unable to prevent violence. 
The bad faith of the strike is a matter for 
the individual consciences of the strikers. 
Violence will be a matter for ediate, ef- 
fective public interference. yet even 


may keep the strike from falling into illegal- 
ity, cannot lift it back to the status of the 
pure and simple wage strike which pre- 


ceded it.

UKE. CHARLES EDWARD of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha has just celebrated his 
last birthday as a minor; July 19 of 
next year he will attain his majority 

| as 21 years of uge, and assume the 
reins of the government of his duchies, which 
extend over an area of abou‘ 800 square miles 
end have a population of a little over 200,000. 
During tis minority the duchies have been 
administered by his cousin, Prince Ernest 
of Hohenlohe, who is married to a daughter 
of the late duke of Saxe-Coburg and of Edin- 
b 


urg. 
The present duke had little prospect of 
eucceeding to this German throne in his 
early boyhood, for he. was born as the son 
cf King. Edward’s youngest brother, Leo- 
pold, duke of Albany: Queen Victoria's 
brother-in-law was at that time sovereign of 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, and next In line of suc- 
cession were his nephew, Alfred, duke of 
Edinburg, the sailor prince of England; the 
latter’s only son, who likewise bore the name 
of Alfred:.the duke of Connaught, and the 
latter’s boy, Prince Arthur of Connaught. 


While young Charles Edward (who lost his 


father before birth, sharing with the king 


of Spain the distinction of being a post- 
humously born ruler) was still at Bton there 
died, at relatively short intervals from one 
another, the old Duke Ernest of Saxe-Coburg 
and his successor, Duke Alfred, whose only 
son had come to an untimely end a short time 
previously. The duke of Connaught declined 
to accept the throne of Saxe-Coburg, prefer- 
ting the life of a prince of the blood and of a 
field marshal of the British army in England 
to the responsibilities of sovereignty over one 
of the minor German states. His only son, 
Prince Arthur, was equally reluctant to ac- 
cept this German crown, and ultimately it 
was forced upon young Duke Charlies Ed- 
ward of Albany. 


It is related at Efon and in court circles 
that Charles Edward was quite as reluctant 
as the duke of Connaught to become duke 
of Saxe-Coburg, and that it was not until 
he had been subjected to a vigorous kicking 
by his cousin and schoolmate, Prince Arthur 
of Connaught, who was afraid that he him- 
self would be obliged'to become a German 
ruler, that the younger of the two boys gave 
a tearful consent to exchange his life and 
career as an English prince of the blood for 
that of a German sovereign. The young 
duke, Charles Edward, therefore offers, un- 
less I am much mistaken, the only instance 
ir. history of a monarch who has been not 
metaphorically but actually kicked on to 
@ throne against his inclinations. 

From a financial point of view, however, 
he will be far better off as duke of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha in Germany than he would 
bave been as duke of Albany in England, 
for neither his father nor mother had any 
fortune, and Great Britair's parliament is 
not generous towards the children of the 
younger sons of a British sovereign. As 
ruler of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, however,: he 
will enter next year into the possession of 
-revenues amounting to about $400,000, as 
well as of large estates, scattered in various 
parts of Germany, and of a considerable 
sum of money representing the accumula- 
tions of his minority. 

Since the deatht of the late Duke Alfred he 
has been brought up altogether in Germany, 
under the personal direction of the kaiser, 
who been, in every sense of the word, 
a second father to him, treating him exactly 
as one of his own boys. Indeed, the duke is 
the most intimate friend and crony of the 
kaiser’s young son, Prince Elite] Fritz, and 


the two young princes have just graduated 
from Bonn university, and for the next year 
will do military duty with regiments of the 
mounted and foot guards stationed at Pots- 
dam, in order to complete their military edu- 
cation. 


Sir James Alexander Swettenham, who has 
just been promoted from the governorship 
cf British Guiana to the office of captain 
general of Jamaica, with a salary of $30,000 
a year and a number of additional most 
liberal allowances, amounting to some $15,- 
000 per annum more, must not be confounded 
with his younger. brother, Sir Frank Swetten- 
Lam, whose wife spent some months in this 
country at the time of the America cup races 
es the guest of Sir Thomas Lipton. Sir 
Alexander is unmerried, graduated from 
Cambridge, entered the Ceylon civil service, 
was transferred to Singapore, and preceded 
his brother there as governor of the Straits 


Settlements. In British Guiana he has done | 


excellent work, making a record for him- 
self in exploring the more remote regions of 
his dependency, pointing out to the colonists 
the various uses to which the long neglected 
lands might-be put. He is ason of the late 
James Oldham Swettenham of Belper lodge, 
Belper, and his name has been mentioned 
on more than one occasion of late in con- 
nection with a rumor of his engagement to 
an American woman, daughter of a house 
which has achieved considerable distinction 
on the American turf, and which, hailing 
from California is possessed of immense 
wealth. Perhaps now that he has secured 
his transfer from the pestilential climate 
of British Guiana to Jamaica, the reported 
engagement will materialize. 2 

Sir Charles Eliot, formerly a secretary 
of the British embassy at Washington during 
the term of office of Lord Pauncefote, and 
who resigned the other day the position of 
Britsh high commissioner of East Africa 
and of British resident and diplomatic agent 
at Zanzibar, in a sensational telegram, de- 
clining to obey the order of the secretary 
of state for foreign affairs, and appealing 
against the latter to the premier and to 
parliament, has disappointed all his friends 
and yendered all further championship of his 
causé extremely difficult. The correspon- 
dence between Lord Lansdowne and Sir 
Charles shows that the former acted with 
a great deal of forbearance, was disposed 
to treat with indulgence the discourteous 
utterances and the angry, passionate lan- 
guage used by Sir Charles, regarding the 
attitude of his subordinate ag due to the 
fact that his mind had been affected by the 
climate and by the heat, and, when Sir 
Charles finally resigned, actually asked him 
to reconsider the grave step he was taking, 
and gave him forty-eight hours In which to 
withdraw it. 

Unmoved by this display of consideration, 
Sir Charles capped the mattef by delivering 
himself, in the course of an after dinner 
speech at a banquet given in his honor at the 
ciub at Mombassa, of a furious attack upon 
Lord Lansdowne, discussing the matters in 


dispute between himself and the foreign | 


office with the most extraordinary lack of 
ithout entering into the question as to 

whether Lord Lansdowne wasr 
in the course which he 
to affairs in British East Africa, and which 
so excited’ the ire of Sir Charles, there is 
no doubt that the latter has acted with 
such an amount of insubordination and in- 
discretion as *o vender his further employ- 
ment as an officer of the crown impossible.

“It is a singular fact that the only great 
reciprocity treaty recently adopted—that

with ours. 


“On this Cuban reciprocity treaty there 


were at the outset grave differences of opin- 
ion among ourselves; and the notable thing in 
the negotiation and ratification of the treaty, 
and in the legislation which carried it Into 
effect, was the highly practical manner in 
which without sacrifice of principle these 
differences of opinion were reconciled. There 
was no rupture of a great party, but an ex- 
cellent practical outcome, the result of the 
harmonious codperation of two successive 
presidents and two successive congresses. 

* This is an illustration of the governing 
capacity which entitles us to the confidence 
of the people not only in our purposes, but 


in our practical ability to achieve these pur- 


poses. Judging bythe history of the last 
twelve years, down to this month, is there 
justification for believing that under similar 
circumstances and with similar initial dif- 
ferences of opinion, our opponents would 
have achieved any practical result? 

‘We have already shown in actual fact 
that our policy is to do fair and equal jus- 
tice to all men, paying no heed to whether 
a man is rich or poor; paying no heed to 
his race, his creed, or his birthplace. 

~ 


Organize Capital and Labor. 

** We recognize the organization of capita) 
and the organization of labor as natural 
outcomes of our industrial system. Each 
kind of organization is to be favored so long 
as it acts in a spirit of justice and of re- 
gard for the rights of others. Each is to be 
granted the full protection of the law, and 
each in turn is to be held to a strict obe- 
dience to the law; for no man is above itand 
no man below it. 

“The humblest Individual is to have his 


growti in power has gone hand in hand 
with a strengthening disposition to use this 
power with strict regard for the rights of 
others and for the cause of international 
justice and good will. 


Peace with All the World. 

‘We earnestly desire friendship with all 
nations of the new and old worlds and we 
endeavor to place our relations with them 
upon a basis of reciprocal advantage, in- 
stead of hostility. We hold that the pros- 
perity of each nation is an aid and not 
a hindrance to the prosperity of other na- 
tions. We seek international amity for the 
same reasons that make us believe in peace 
within gur own borders, and we seek this 
peace not because we are afraid or unready, 
but because we think that peace is right 
as well as advantageous. 

‘* American interests in the Pacific have 
rapidly grown. American enterprise has 
laid a cable across this, the greatest of 
oceans. We have proved in effective fash- 
ion that we wish the Chinese empire well 
and desire its integrity and independence. 


Philippines for Filipinos. 

‘Our foothold in the Philippines greatly 
strengthens our position in the competition 
icr the trade of the east; but we are gov- 
erning the Philippines in the interest of the 
Philippine people themselves. We have al- 
ready given them a large share in their gov- 
ernment, and our punpose is to Increase this 
share as rapidly as they give evidence of in- 
creasing fitness for the task. 

“The great majority of the officials of the 
islands, whether elective or appointive, are 
already native Filipinos. We.are now pro- 
viding for a legislative assembly. This is 
the first step to be taken in the future, and 
it would be eminently unwise todeclare what 
our next step will be until this first step has 
been taken and the results are manifest. 
To have gone faster than we have already 
gone in giving the islanders a constantly 
increasing measure of self-government would 
have been disastrous. 

“At the present moment, to give political 
independence to the islands would result ia 
the immediate loss of civil rights, personal 
liberty, and public order, as regards the mass 
of the Filipinos, for the majority of the 
islanders have been given these great boons 
by us, and only keep them because we vigi- 
lantly safeguard and guarantee them. T» 
withdraw our government from the islands 
at this time would mean to the average na- 
tive the loss of his barely won civil freedom. 
We have established in the islands a govern- 
ment by Americans,assisted by Filipinos. 
We are steadily striving to transform this 
to self-government by the Filipinos assisted 
by Americans. 


No Duty Shirked, No Task Ignored. 

“The principles which we uphold should 
appeal to all our countrymen, in all portions 
of our country. Above all, they should give 
us strength with the men and women who are 
the spiritual heirs of those who upheld the 
hands of Abraham Lincoln; for we are striv- 
ing to do our work in the spirit with which 
Lincoln approached his. 

**During the seven years that have just 
passed there is no duty, domestic or foreign, 


‘which we have shirked; no necessary task 


which we have feared to undertake, or which 
we have not performed with reasonable 
efficiency. We have never pleaded impotence. 
We have never sought refuge in‘criticism and 
complaint instead of action. 

“ We face the future with our past and our 
present as guarantors of our promises, and 
we are content to stand or to fall by the rec- 
ord which we have made and are making.”

At the close of Mr. Cannon's address the 
president advanced’ to the veranda railing, 
and, standing under a great festoon of Amer- 
ican flags, delivered his address in response

After the conclusion of the president’s ad- 
dress the president was heartily congratu- 
lated by all present, and Speaker Cannon 
requested the committee and guests to as- 
semble on the lawn and the steps and 
veranda “in order that they may have their 
respective shadows secured ere the substance 
fade.”’

A buffet luncheon followed and the guests 
were served by the president's children and 
his nephews and nieces. 

Early in the afternoon William Barnes 
Jr. of Albany pinned a campaign button on 
the coat lapel of former Gov. Black. While 
Black was conversing with the president 
Gov. Odell approached, and, seeing the but- 
ton, inquired: ‘“ Black, when did you leave 
the republican party?"’’ 

‘* Haven't left it,”” was thereply. 

‘“Then why are you wearing that button 
around here?"’ 

Glancing at the button and discovering that 
it bore a fine likeness of Judge Parker, with 
appropriate democratic inscriptions, Mr.

THE'REV. CARL G. FORSBERG, a pio- 
neer in the work of t ethodist Episcopal 
church in the middle west, who died at the 
residence of his daughter, Mrs. A. J. Fulton, 
1582 West Monroe street, Tuesday night, 
was buried yesterday afternoon in Rosehill 
cemetery. He was born in New York seven- 
ty-seven years ago. His death was due to old 
age. Dr. Forsberg came to Chicago in 1845. 
He was pastor of churches in Iowa and Min- 
nesota and this state.

Household Ai ints. 


BY ADA M. KRECKER. 


Fresh Meat Substitates— 

STUFFED CABBAGE—Cut off one by one 
all the leaves from a young cab . Boil 
for an hour with a pinch of soda, drain, and 
lay on a dumpling cloth. Make a stuffing 
by chopping fine, a green pepper, some 
shredded bacon, and a ripe tomato. Sauté it 
in butter until slightly browned, add a little 
chicken stock or gravy and enough cracker 
crumbs to makea dry stuffing. Season well 
and spread In the center of the cabbage 
leaves, which have been arranged in a circle. 
Tie it up into a ball in the dumpling cloth, 
simmer slowly for an hour in a covered ket- 
tle, and serve on a hot platter garnished with 
parsley. 

CABBAGE WITH PORK SAUSAGE— 
Chop cabbage fine and boil rapidly in an open 
kettle. Drain, season with salt, peper, but- 
ter, and & dash of vinegar, and serve in the 
center of a hot platter, surrounded by small 
sausage links. 

SPINACH WITH POACHED EGGS—Boil 
the spinach in the usual way. Chop fine and 
put in a frying pan with a little melted but- 
ter. Slowly add a little rich cream and sea- 
soning, and pile on squares of buttered toast. 
Put a freshly poached egg on the top of each 
mound. 

SPINACH WITH BACON—Boil spinach for 
twenty minutes and chop fine. Season with 
salt, white pepper, grated nutmeg, and a 
lump of butter, and set in the oven a minute 
to drain. Fry narrow strips of bacon, pour 
off part of the grease, and toss up with the 
pieces of bacon some chopped hard boiled 
eggs. Pile the spinach on slices of buttered 
toast, and spread over the top a thick layer 
of the bacon and egg. 

SPINACH RISSOLES—Chop finely some 
well cooked chicken giblets. Add some 
freshly cooked and well seasoned spinach, 
also chopped. Roll out some rich pie crust, 
cut in pieces three inches square, and lay 
a large spoonful of the mixture in the center 
of each. Brush the edges with egg, fold 
over the corners and bake in a slow oven. 

RICE EN CASSEROLE—Boll some rice, 
adding part of a jar of extract of beef. Sea- 
son with salt and paprika, Pound to a paste 
and pack in an earthen baking dish which 
has been well buttered. Put a small bowl 
in the center to keep it in the shape of a 
ring, smooth a little butter over the top, and 
set in the oven until it is brown. Turn out 
on a hot platter and fill the center with 
stewed chicken giblets, or canned chicken, 
tongue, or corn beef, which has been chopped 


As Served at the Waldorf-Astoria— 

Large, ripe peaches are incrusted with a 
stiff white icing of powdered sugar and 
sauce, in a basket lined with green leaves. 
They may be rolled in the sugar after rub- 
bing off the fuzz, and dipping each peach 
into the beaten whites of eggs to which a lit- 
tle water has been added. 

A dainty color effect is made with pre- 
served.fruits which are served in clear cham- 
pagne glasses. A section of pear, which has 
been made a delicate pink by cooking in 


sirup to which a little cochineal is added, a | 


green gage plum, and a section of apple, are 
put into the bottom of the glass with a lit- 
tle of the sirup in which they were cooked. 
Just enough of the pink sirup is put In to 
cloud the white, and the glass is filled up 
with a delicate champagneice. It is placed 
on a doily of fern leaves on a glass plate, 
and beside it is laid a carnation, which 
matches in tint the delicate coloring in the 
pear. 

Coffee ice cream is served in little charlotte 
russe cups made with lady fingers cut in 
halves. These are set in a bed of whipped 
cream molded in the shape of flower petals, 
and another “ cream flower ” is putin the top 
in the center of which is imbedded a small 
macaroon. The whole is set on a green leaf, 
and, with the yellow points of the lady fingers 
standing up between the cream petals, the 
effect is that of a huge pond lily. A pastry 
bag may be utilized for molding the cream. 

A beautiful dish called a.“ bavarois,”’ isa 
fluted mold of wine jelly dotted through 
with fresh small fruits, and filled in the cen- 
ter with ice cream. -It is decorated with 
diamond shaped pieces of angelica, about an 
inch long. In the center of each is filled a 
little whipped cream. Around the mold is 
more of the angelica, surmounted with small 
mounds of pink whipped cream. To make 
this dish, procure two molds of the same 
shape, one two-thirds ag large as the other. 
Pack the large mold in ice and salt, set the 


small one inside it, and drop the partially 


cooled jelly and fruit into the space between, 
alternately, until it is full. When it is stiff, 


' take the center mold out by pouring into it 


a little hot water, and fill the empty space 
with ice cream. 

For a “‘ French charlotte,” a round loaf of 
sponge cake is hollowed out and filled with 
broken macaroons, well soaked in sherry. 
Over this is spread a thin layer of strawberry 
preserves. The cake is then covered with 
whipped cream and dotted with lumps of 
fresh boiled icing and candied cherries. The
